W ashington, March S.— The senate 
committee on the Philippines has decided 
to report the bill introduced bv Mr. 
Spooner of Wisconsin, for the control of 
the Philippines. 
Senator Lodge, chair­ 
man of the committee, made a report to 
the senate. 
The bill is as follows: 
“ T hat when all insurrection against 
sovereignty and the authority of the 
U nited States in the Philippine islands, 
acquired from Spain by a treaty

States, all m ilitary, civil and judicial 
powers necessary to govern stud islands,
